new Fair Grounds of the North Caro-. 
lina Agricultural Society. All the 
buildings are raised and several of them 
finished. The race-track is one-half 
completed, the decoration of the grounds 
is about to begin, and by the middle of 


September the last coat of paint will 


have been given one month ip advance 
of the opening of the Fair—and thus, 
in less than ninety working days, a 
burren old field, fifty-five acres in ex- 
tent, will have been substantially en- 
closed an@ gonverted into a beautiful, 
ornamental Park, containing one of the 
beat Mile race tracks in ~coun- 
try, and dotted with extensive, hand- 
some buildings requiring in their con- 
struction about one million feet of 
lumber. 

The buildings are two hundred and 


stand, a general exhibition hall, 
a machinery hall, a conservatory, & 
music stand, offices, stalls, pens and a 
passenger shed, and also a portable 
speaker’s stand, 

The Grand Stand is 300 feet long by 
44 deep and three stories high. The 
first floor will be used for offices, sa- 
loons, &c., and a portion of the third 
floor is set apart for an assembly room 
for the reading of essays, &c, The en- 
tire second floor and the remainder of 
the third are to be used by spectators, 
and turnish seating accommodations for 
some 6,000 persons. 

General Exhibition Hall is 300 long 
by 44 deep and two stories high. The 
first floor will comprise Floral Hall (in 
the centre,)and Mechanics and Farmers’ 
Halls on the wings. The second floor 
will be devoted to the Conservatory and 
the Department of Fine Arts. The 
upper part of this building is octago- 
nal. 

Machinery Hall is 200 feet long by 
44 wide, one story, through the centre 
of which a branch of the Raleigh and 
Augusta Air-Line railroad will run, en- 
abling exhibitors to unload and re-ioad 
machinery in the exhibition hall. 

Four offices have been erected, two at 
each of the grand entrances, connected 
by grand arches. These offices are for 
the officers of the Society. 

The Music Stand is contiguous to the 
Grand Stand. 

The buildings include also a passen- 
ger shed, 200 feet long, and 200 stalis 
for horses and cattle, and 75 pens for 
sheep, hogs, etc, constructed in the 
best style. Besides all this, there will 


be ample seating accommodation for 


visitors throughout the grounds. 

Agricultural implements will be ex 
hibited on the open grounds. 

The cost ot the site of the new Fair 
Grounds, including the buildings and 
other improvements, is estimated at 
532,000, and to show howthis large sum 
has been provided tor, and to show, 
also, the efforts of 
present Executive Committee, a brie 
‘ketch of history of the Society, partic- 
ularly since the close of the war, is nec- 
essary.” 40 

The article then gees on to givea 
review of the previous Fairs of this 
Society, and a sketch of the almost her- 
culean efforts of the present Executive 
Committee in placing the Society upon 
its present firm and prosperous basis. 
In speaking of the’ financial status of 
the Society the Juurnal Says; 

“The Society, therefore, under its 

esent cngrgetic nagement, begin- 
ning without a dollar, now owns props 
erty whic cost it $32,000 (but really 
worth much more,) and carries a debt 
of but $8,000 at a low rate of interest.”

and acknowledgement, but. that I, having 
lent myself toa combination to effect his 
ruin, he decided to hold me to account for 
the action, aud the amount of money in- 
volved, 

This statement is, without qualification, 
untrue, and Sheriff Lee must have been 
aware thatit was untrue when he penned 


A relation of the circumstances attend. 


ing the matter I give below 


On the 6th of August, 1872, the Board of 
County Commissioners being then in ses- 
sion, Sneriif Lee came hurriedly to the of- 
fice of the Era, and japproaching me said 
that he was short of a hundred dollars, and 
asked me to give him a receipt for that 
amount, in order that he might at once go 
before the Board and secure the tax list. 
He said also that he had no time to write 
a note, but that if I wouid goto his office 
he would fix it up for me. 

The fact that the amount was but one 
hundred dollars, and supposing that Sheriff 
Lee was aman of honor, seeing that he was 
ina hurry, and being myself presscd for 
time, Lsigned the receipt without hesita- 
tion, and even without readingit, Sheriff 
Lee caught up the paper as soon-as | had 
signed it and hurried away. Shortly after 
this, meeting Sheriff Lee on the street, I 
reminded him of the receipt and told him 
that I had no security for it. Sheriff Lee 
then said that he would instract his dep- 
uty, Mr. Nowell, to pay it. 

Calling afterwards on Mr. Nowell, that 
gentleman told me that Sheriff Lee had 
not mentioned the matter to him. 

So. ne time after this I called on Sheriff 
Lee for the payment of three thousand 
dollars ($3,000), the balamee on a note of 
eight thousand dollars ($8,000), which I 
held. The Sheriff told Mr. Nowell to pa 
mo three thousand dollars ($3,000), and 
again reminded him of the one hundred 
dollar receipt. He then turned to Mr. 
Nowell again and told him to pay me thir- 


diately denied,saying that Sheriff Lee held 


r. Wynne, insisted that it was for one 
thousaud and fifteen dollars, and 1 again 
replied that it was for one hundred dollars 
only. Hethen advised me to call onthe 
Sheriff and see the receipt, and this I did, 
Sheri! Lee was in the room and I demand- 
ed to see the receipt, but he said t he 
had destroyed it. Mr. Wynne told the 
Sheriff that either abe 

pt Oo 6 the amomit , and being 
= , he the receipt, 
showed eit to me, and then I found that it 
* forone thousand and filteen dollars, 
(1,010). 

I told the Sheriff at once that I had sign- 
ed it under the impression that it was a 
receipt for one hundred, dollars, (iv) and 
that there was evidently something wrong 
about the transaction. 

Sheriff Lee asked at once how it was that 
I sup it to be for one hundred dollars 
($100) when, on its face, it called for one 
thousand and fifteen dollars ($1,015). 

I told him it was very strange, and that i 
had been deceived. Then he said that if | 
could make it appear to mind that it 
was an error, I should losé nothing by it. 

Ireplied that it was an error and that so 
he would find it; that I only received 
from him the one hundred dollars ($100), for 
which I had signed the receipt. After this 
Sheriff Lee met me on the street and said, 
that when he returned from Washingtou 
City, he would investigate the matter and 
make everything aller git. 

After his return from Washington, Sher- 
itt Lee called to me from in front of the 
Court House, I being then on the opposite 
side of the street, and I went to him. Then 
he said that he had investigated the matter 
in his mind, and tound that he was wrong 
and I was right; that he would make the 
matter right, and asked me to say nothing 
about it. 

At the next subsequent meeting of the 
Board of County Commissioners, held 
April 0th, 1573, Sheriff made an ac- 
knowledgement of which the following is 
the record as it appears on the minutes: 

“The Sherill informed the Board that upon 
examination he finds there is a mistake 
in the amount of the receipt given by the 
County Treasurer to him. Thesum should 
be 8100.00 instead of $1,015,00, as expressed 
On its fuce,”’ 22 

Such is a true and circumstantial history 
ofthe transaction and 1 leave it to the 
people of this County to judge of it. 

Jam sorry that 1 am compelled to make 
this statement, but a sense of justice to 
myself demands that it should be done. 
My relations with Sherif Lee have always 
been of the most pleasant character, and 
the fact of my being at variance with him 
is therefore a source of deep regret.

ENTIRELY NEW. —A few years ago 
Judge Watts, whose farm is near Frank- 


linton, discovered in his cotton field 
quite a number of stalks which con- 
tained double or twin bolis of cotton, 
each of the two being as large as ordi- 
nary single bolls. As a matter of ex- 
periment he yy all the seed ot 
this cotton, which he planted the next 
vear in a lot apart from his other crop. 
Every stalk from this seed produced 
double bolls and a superior article of 
lint. Again he was careful in preserving 
every seed, and this season planted with 
it, the most of his crop of about!100 acres, 
manuring the land very heavily. Very 
strange to say, the sta:k of this ycar 
produces a triple boll, and each of the 
three were larger, on an average, than 
the original single boll. The boll ger- 
minates from the main stalk and bran- 
ches in the largest profusion, and in 
some instances so heavily is the staik 
laden, with them, that propping the stalk 
with supports is nec An Eastern 
farmer that saw the field, and who gave 
us the information, says, rern his ex- 
perience has he seen, read «r heard of 
the like before. Judge Watts will have 
several of the stalks on exhibition at 
the State Fair when all can see this 
freak of nature. *
